WORTH, Mo., April 30—Most of 
this small northwest Missouri 
town was demolished, 13 persons 


were killed and some 59 others’ 
injured when a tornado swept, 
down Main street yesterday. 

The town was in kindling wood 
today as stories of heroism and 
miraculous escapes were told by 
the survivors. 

As first news of the disaster 
reached St. Louis, we flew with 
photographers to the scene, There 
were no night landing facilities 


mear Worth, so we put down at 
St. Joseph, Mo., about 60 miles 
away, and proceeded to the deva- 
stated town by automobile. Today 
Post-Dispatch photographers met 
the plane at Maryville, circled 


Worth to take aerial photographs, 
and sped back to St. Louis. 
Relief Agencies Busy. 

The Salvation Army and the 
Red Cross were feeding those who 
remained among the ruins. Most 
residents had taken shelter with 
friends and relatives in nearby 
towns and farms. 

Among the survivors were 16 
children who had been reciting

This 
integration has been delayed by 
shortage of equipment. 
Applicable in 3 States. 

The new schedule, ;which will 
apply to all Union Electric’s 
urban residential customers in 
Missouri, Illinois and Iowa, adopts 
the old Laclede Power rate scale 
for all consumption ranging as 
high as 175 kilowatt hours a 
month. Average domestic con- 
sumption last year was about 113 
kilqwatt hours monthly. 

e 19-cent monthly cut in bills 
for the bulk of consumers will 
apply to all customers whose 
monthly consumption starts with 
the bracket between 35 and 50 
kilowatt Hours or higher. There 
will be smaller cuts for some of 
those using less current than the 
foregoing bracket (except that at 
the 25-kilowatt-hour step the ef- 
fect will be an increase of one 
cent. a month).

The third church was 
a twisted wreck, but three walls 
were still standing.

AMERICAS WANT 
TO LIVE IN PEACE, 
ALEMAN ASSERTS 


Aggression Anywhere Im- 
perils This Hemisphere, 
He Says in Washington 
Speech. 


WASHINGTON, April 30 (AP)— 
President Aleman.of Mexico said 
today that aggression anywhere 
“imperils the peace of the Amer- 
icas.” 

In his first formal address since 
arriving in the United States yes- 


terday, Aleman told the Pan 
American Union’s governing board 
that the American republics had 
“formed an association to live in 
peace, and we. do not wish to have 
our peace at the mercy of aggres- 
sors.” 

He spoke before a special ses- 
sion of the 21 diplomatic repre- 
sentatives, convened in his honor. 

The international situation, he 
said, “shows how necessary the 
Americas are for the peace of the 
world and for the United Nations.” 
He added: 

“Our common love of freedom 
offers ... the best foundation for 
the political solidarity in which 
we live. Without the support pro- 
vided by that common conscious- 
ness we might be... only a 
multiplicity of countries bound to- 
gether by geography but dispersed 
by holding policies at variance 
with one another.” |

CAUSE DAMAGE IN 
ST. LOUIS AREA 


Chain Yacht Club Barge: 
Breaks Moorings—Rivers 
Continue to Recede. 


A series of heavy storms yester- 
day and last night flooded numer- 
ous basements, particularly in 
northern St. Louis county, and 
caused minor damage from light- 
ning. The Weather Bureau said 
the total rainfall in the 24 hours 
ending at 7 a.m, today was 1.10 
inches in the downtown area,, and 
2.06 inches at Lambert-St. Louis 


field. 

Gusty winds caused damage 
which, in most cases, was minor. 
At the Chain Yacht Club, 10200 
Riverview drive, however, a barge 
measuring 40 by 140 feet and two 
stories high was blown from its 
moorings. With 11 small boats 
tiled to it, it was driven out into 
the river by the wind and then 
back to the bank. Two of the 
small boats were sunk, and a care- 
taker and his wife fled from the 
barge in a small boat while the 
craft was in midstream. 


Meteorologist Harry F. Wahl- 
gren said that, despite the rain- 
fall, rivers in the area continued 
to recede. The Meramec at Valley 
Park registered 17.1 feet this 
morning, a drop of 9.6 feet since 
yesterday morning and of 11.1 
since the crest Monday, Highway 
66 west of Valley Park, which had 
been closed by the overflow, was 
reopened at noon yesterday. The 
Mississippi at St. Louis this morn- 
ing stood at 34 feet, a fall of 3 
foot in 24 hours, and the Missouri 
at St. Charles, 29.8, a fall of 1.10. 
Overflow from Coldwater creek 
closed Highway 66 north of the 
airport from 9:30 to 11:30 o’clock

10 DISMISS PLAN 
FOR COTTON BELT 


Trustee Says on-June 30 
Road Will Have $27,- 
000,000 to Meet $18.,- 
331,000 in Obligations. 


Berryman Henwood, trustee of 
the St. Louis Southwestern, or 
Cotton Belt, railroad since Jan- 
uary, 1936, today filed in United 
States District Court a petition, 
in which the railroad company 


joined, for dismissal of the pend- 
ing reorganization proceedings for 
the road. 

This petition, if approved by 
Judge George H. Moore, will have 
the unusual result of terminating 
the Cotton Belt’s trusteeship with- 
out wiping out the fnterest of 
stockholders, The _ stockholders 
will retain their interests, while 
bondholders and creditors will be 
fully provided for. In other re- 
cent railroad receiverships and 
trusteeship settlements,  stock- 
holders have been frozen out. 

The largest holder of Cotton 
Belt stock is the Southern Pacific 


clede Power customers using more 
than 175 kilowatt hours monthly— 
of whom there are only 1439, the 
company said—bills will be 24 
cents a month higher. 

J. W. McAfee, president of 
Union Electric, told the Post-Dis- 
patch that the proposed schedule 
was not intended as a general 
rate: revision, but only an adjust- 
ment to eliminate the Laclede 
Power differential, Some other 
minor adjustments and simplifica- 
tions of the rate schedule are pro- 
posed simultaneously, he pointed 
out. 

The general question of fairness 
of Union Electric’s rates remains 
open under a series of valuation 
and rate studies by the Federal 
Power Commission, the Missourt 
Public Service Commission, and 
the Illinois Commerce Commis 
sion. As has been told, the con- 
clusion of these investigations is 
expected to lead to some general 
rate cuts, They involve questions 
over large amounts of property in 
the rate-making investment base.

PORTER URGES 


FOR REBUILDING OF GREECE 


5-YEAR PLAN 


Estimates Cost of $335,000,000 — Recom- 
mends U. S. Control Over Funds for Athens, 
Strict Price Controls, Tax Changes. 


WASHINGTON, April 30 (AP) 
—Paul A. Porter, who headed an 
American economic mission to 
Greece, recommended today a 
five-year program of reconstruc- 
tion and development projects for 
that country at an estimated cost 
of $335,000,000. 

The former OPA administrator 
made the proposal in a report on 
the mission to Secretary of State 
George C. Marshall. He did not 
say specifically who would pay 
for the work but he did voice the 
hope that “direct American finan- 
cial assistance will not be neces- 
sary” after June 30, 1948. 

(The Administration’s pending 
$400,000,000 aid program for 
Greece and Turkey calls for an 
outlay of $150,000,000 for Greek 
economic purposes and a like 


amount for Greek armed forces.) 
In the report, made public by 
the State Department, Porter also 
recommended: 
' 1, Sending to Greece an 
American recovery mission with 
broad powers over the expendi- 
ture of American funds. 

“It should have complete au- 
thority to advise the Greek Gov- 
ernment, disburse funds, pro- 
gram supplies and make con- 
tracts for reconstruction,” he 
advised. 

2. Overhaul of the Greek tax- 
ation and revenue system, and 
strict controls over Greek econ- 
omy, including prices and rents. 

Stressing what he described as 
a need for immediate American 
help to prevent inflation, Porter 
noted that in the past two years 
Greece has “merely managed to

15-YEAR SENTENCE 
FOR COL. DURANT 


Military Court Finds Him 
Guilty of Stealing Hesse 
Gems, Smuggling Them 


Into U.S. 


FRANKFURT, April 30 (UP)— 
Col. Jack W. Durant was convict- 
ed today of taking part in the 
$1,500,000 theft of the Hesse 
crown jewels. He was sentenced 
to 15 years at hard labor. 

White-faced and standing stiffly 
at attention, Durant heard the 
verdict of the seven-man military 
court which tried him for his part 
in the sensational disappearance 
of the treasure from its hiding 
place in Kronberg castle near 
Frankfurt. 

The sentence also carried the 
provision that Durant be dismissed 
from the Army. 

Col. Russell C, Charlton, presi- 
dent of the general court martial, 
announced that Durant was guil- 
ty of stealing the Hesse jewels, 
smuggling them into the United 
States in violation of customs 
laws, and signing another officer's 
name to hasten his own discharge. 

Durant and his wife, the former 
WAC Capt. Kathleen B. Nash, 
were the principal defendants in

NEW YORK, April 30 (AP) —

pany buildings by striking mem- 
bers of the National Federation of 
Telephone Workers. 

The settlement, announced by 
the unions, the company and fed- 
eral conciliators this morning, pro- 
vided that the strikers return to 
work tomorrow morning, but, 
after a meeting at Manhattan 
Center, a member of the traffic 
employes executive committee an- 
nounced: 

“Mrs. Kleisch (Mrs. Kleisch, 
chairman of the New York area of 
the union) asks you girls to stay 
out for another few days; the 
picket lines will continue and the 
strike is still on.” 

There was no immediate com- 
ment from the company on the 
new development which threat- 
ened to upset the settlement. 

The four unions, representing 
37,000 employes in the New York 
area, had announced settlement 
on the basis of $4-a-week increase 
and other sought changes, includ- 
ing maintenance of membership 
and an extra day of vacation 
granted when a holiday falls in 
the regular vacation period.

‘Ghost Plane’ Mystifies Britain; 


LONDON, April 30 (AP) — Re- 
curring reports of a midnight 
“ghost plane” swooping out of the 
east at tremendous speed gave 
the British press a _ sensational 
aviation gg today. The Royal 
Air Foree, while admitting the 
whole thing was “slightly mysteri- 
ous,” refused to get excited. 

Eyewitness accounts said the 
mystery craft, first plotted by ra- 
dar early in January, zooms over 
the East Anglia coast—asg though 
it came from the continent—and 
disappears inland at a speed of 
400 miles an hour or more. 

What is even odder ig that the 
plane has never been seen mak- 
ing thé return journey from Eng- 
land to the continent. R.A.F. 
night fighters have tried regu- 
larly to intercept the “ghost 
plane” but so far have been un-

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SENATE REJECTS 


LABORBILL 9-39 
Victory for te 
Leadership in First 
Test on Measure to 


Curb Unions. 


WASHINGTON, April 30 (AP)— 
The Senate’s Republican majority 
defeated today a proposal to split 
the big catch-all labor disputes 
bill into four separate measures. 
The vote was 59 to 35. 

Defeat of the proposal, spon- 
sored by Senator Morse’ (Rep.), 
Oregon, gave the Republican lead- 
ership a victory in the first Sen- 
ate test on legislation to curb 
unions and strikes. 

Morse proposed to send the 
pending omnibus measure back to 
the Labor Committee for a four- 
way division. He and those who 
backed him contended that it 
would assure some labor legisla- 
tion at this session of Congress. 

They argued that President Tru- 
man might veto an omnibus bill 
if it contained provisions he did 
not like. They said he might ac- 
cept some of the measures if four 
separate pieces of legislation were 
sent to him. 

Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, chair- 
man of the Republican Policy 
Committee, opposed Morse’s move. 
He argued that since the House 
already has passed an omnibus 
labor bill it would be impractical 
for the Senate to carve its meas- 
ure into four bills. 

“There is no reason for it ex- 
cept one,” Taft declared, “and that 
ig a political one,” giving the 
President the right to reject por- 
tions of the program and accept 
others. 

He sald he believed Truman “has 
changed his position” since he 
vetoed the Case labor bill last year 
and “I hope very much he will sign 
the bill as it is presented to him.” 

Morse’s move got major support 
from Democrats. Democratic 
Leader Barkley, who backed the 
Morse move, announced hig stand 
after a morning call at the White 
House. 

'To speed a final vote on general 
labor legislation, the Senate agreed 
to meet at 11 a.m. the rest of this 
week, an hour earlier than usual.

$200,000,000 FOREIGN AID 
BILL PASSED BY HOUSE 


Relief Denied to: Russian-Dominated Coun- 


tries Unless They Accept U.S. 
Control of Supplies. 


WASHINGTON, April 30 (AP) 
~The House passed and sent to 
the Senate a $200,000,000 foreign 
relief bill today after cutting $150,- 
000,000 off the sum asked by the 
administration and clamping tight 
conditions on aid going to coun- 
tries under Russian domination. 

The roll call vote was 333 to 66 

Final passage came after the 
House shouted down a motion by 
Representative O’Konski (Rep.), 
Wisconsin, to return the bil] to 
committee. The House already 
had voted to trim the funds and 
fix distribution standards where 
Moscow might be involved, 

The bill as passed would deny 
relief to “those countries whose 
governments are dominated by the 
Union of Soviet Socialistic Repub- 
lics” unless they agree to Ameri- 
can control of the supplies. 

The action confirming the 43 
per cent cut in the relief fund, 
tentatively voted yesterday, came 
on a roll call vote of 225 to 165, 

The provision to place tight con- 
ditions on relief for Russian- 
dominated nations was adopted on 
a roll call vote of 324 to 75. 

Recipients Specified. 

The House decided yesterday 
over the objections of the State 
Department to name definitely 
the countries which will be el- 
igible for the aid—if they meet 
a variety of other conditions in 
the measure, They are; Italy, 
Greece, Hungary, Austria, Poland 
and China. 

Bitter protests against Russian 
activities in countries on its bor- 
ders dominated the debate. It 
ranged from an open declaration 
by Representative Rankin (Dem.), 
Mississippi, that relations with 
the Soviet Union should be 
severed to more moderate pleas 
against “financing Communism.” 

Against this outbreak, Eaton 


and Representative Bloom (Dem.), 
New York, ranking minority mem- 
ber on the Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee, counseled restraint against 
putting relief on a political basis. 
Both argued that denial of relief 
would help rather than harm the 
cause of Communism. 
Other Amendments. 


Out of the argument came these 
additional amendments which 
were left unchallenged when the 
House completed debate: 

Creation of the post of for- 
eign relief administrator to su- 

pervise the program, rather 
than leaving it under the State 
Department. 

A requirement that at least 90 
per cent of the relief supplies be 

bought in the United States. 

A provision earmarking up to 
$15,000,000 of the fund for the 
United Nations children’s emer- 
gency fund. 

A condition forcing countries 
getting the aid to,set up a sep- 
arate fund into which proceeds 
from the sale of American sup- 
plies would be poured. This 
fund of local currency, in turn, 
would be earmarked for strictly 
relief purchases. 

A bar against sending relief 
to countries paying reparations 
from current productions, Rep- 

resentative Lodge (Rep.), Con- 
necticut, its author, acknowl- 
edged that it was designed to 
block Senate ratification of the 
peace treaty for Hungary. That 
treaty would require Hungary 
to pay reparations to Russia. 
The Senate Foreign Relations 

Committee yesterday approved 
unanimously a foreign relief bill 
of its own which would provide 
the full $350,000,000 sought by the 
Administration. It, too, probably 
will face amendtments from the 
Senate floor.

In 
months of operation, night and 
day, with thousands of employes, 
this big aircraft engine plant 
turned out exactly 28 engines, 
Enough for seven B-29s. 

Barrett explained that what he 
meant wag that the factory pro 
duced 28 engines that actually 
would run.

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PENDING STATE, 
NATIONAL LABOR 
BILLS ASSAILED 

AT CIO RALL 


Minority Leader Hamli 
_of Missouri House Say 
Utility Strike Bar Is 
Wedge for Vicious 
Laws. 


Pending labor bills at Washing- 
ton and Jefferson City were criti- 
eized severely last night by labor 
spokesmen and two Missouri State 
Representatives at a CIO rally in 
Kiel Auditorium Convention Hall 
attended by about 4000 persons. 

The chief target of the attack 
was the King-Thompson public 
utilities bargaining bill which 
State Representative Roy Hamlin 
eof Hannibal, Democratic minority 
leader, denounced as “the damnd- 
est bill I ever heard of in my life.” 

Under the provisions of the bill, 
employes of public utility com- 
panies cannot strike. They must 
submit their labor disputes to a 
public hearing panel if unable-to 
settle them by collective bargain- 
ing. The law empowers the Gov- 
ernor to seize a utility threatened 
by a strike and penalizes workers 
who strike after state seizure.

aged. Bandaged and dazed sur- 
vivors today searched the ruing of 
their homes. Chickens were im- 
paled on branches of trees just 
west of town. 

The loss of life was relatively 
light only because the tornado 
gave a warning—by appearing on 
the horizon, hafiging out of an 
ugly blue-black cloud and by a 
noise which several townsmen de- 
scribed as “a buzzing, like a 
swarm of bees.” It was five or 10 
minutes from the first warning 
until the tornado struck, long 
enough for most residents to take 
shelter in basements and especial- 


Hamlin said the measure was

Hamlin was loudly applauded 
when he said that any legislator 
who voted for the penalty which 
deprives violators of the measure 
of seniority rights “should be 
ashamed of himself.” He charged 
that deprivation of seniority rights 
was unconstitutional in this state 
because the constitution specifies 
that no legislature can enact a

The King-Thompson bill, he de- 
elared, is one of the mildest bills 
the reactionaries could have se- 
lected. But, he added, restrictive 
legislation cannot solve the prob- 
Jems of industrial relations. 

Burban said it was labor’s duty 
“to reach out fo the vast segment 
ef the public that does not belong 
to unions and educate it that labor 
isn't the vicious element in this 
country.” 

He called the King-Thompson 
bill “the opening salvg” in Mis- 
souri. Its passage, he contended, 
. would encourage the reactionaries 
to begin a concerted drive for 
more drastic legislation. 

Burban told the CIO to “make 

r position clear, not only to 
Leip yourselves but to help us.” 
He said he would do everything 
possible to see that the restrictive 
movement is curbed. 

Action Urged. 

A call fo nolitical action was 
issued in a speech by Tilford Dud- 
ley of Washington, assistant direc- 
tor of the CIO Political Action 
Committee. Shedding his jacket, 
thumping the lectern and shout- 
ing in hoarse accents, Dudley de- 
mounced Missouri Senators Kem 
and Do and St, Louis Repre- 
sentatives Bakewell and Ploeser 
as “tools of the rich.” 

Dudley called on CIO members 
everywhere to “get out the vote.” 
He said the 6,000,000 CIO mem- 
bers could influence — 18,000,000 
voters and advised that they vote 
out of office those legislators who 
supported the tax bill, Hartley 
bill, new wage-hour bill and other 
measures which he said were. in- 
tended to curb the activities of 
unions. 

Mrs. Jean Yeager, a representa- 
tive of the striking telephone 
workers, explained the position of 
the strikers to the meeting and 
accused the Bell system of refus- 
ing to engage in collective bar- 
gaining. Support of the telephon 
strike was voted. . 

Other resolutions adopted unani- 
mously called on Missouri mem- 
bers of Congress to vote against

their house collapsed. When they 
were removed from the wreckage

Other Towns Send Aid. 

The dead were removed from 
the wreckage one by one. Help 
came from nearby towns. Ambu- 
lances were sent from Grant 
City, Maryville, Albany, Stanberry 
and King City in Missouri and 
from Mount Ayr, Ia. The dead 
were placed in the American Le- 
gion hall at Grant City, at first, 
then transferred to undertaking 
establishments in that city. 


The dead, all identified, are 
Frank Roberts, about 70 years 
old; John Danner, 75; Oren Mey- 
ers, 55; Mrs. Charles Hall, 55; 
Mrs. Grant Walker, 80; Fred Jen- 
nings, 42; Mr. and Mrs, Levi 
Burns, about 75; Mr. and Mrs. 
Bert Shipley, about 73; Mrs. Molly 
Porter, 79; Melvin Pickering, 25, 
all of Worth, and Miss Irene Pick- 
ering, 22, of Kansas City. 


The Pickerings lived in the fin- 
est home in the area, a spacious 
farm dwelling across the highway 
from the town itself. Today a 
bright sun shone from a blue sky 
on the Pickering place—swept 
clean even of rubble. The large 
frame house and outbuildings 
simply had disappeared. 

Mr. and Mrs. Bruce Pickering, 
parents of Miss Pickering and 
Melvin Pickering, killed, survived 
the storm because they were in 
Grant City. Mrs. Pickering’s 
mother, Mrs. Porter, was among 
the dead. Miss Pickering had re- 
turned from Kansas City for tit 
funeral Monday of her grand- 
father, Mrs. FPorter’s husband, 
Alex Porter. 

Bruce Pickering wept as he sur- 
veyed the site of his home today. 
“My children and my life’s work 
are gone,” he said. 

Those seriously injured in the 
storm were taken to hospitals at 
nearby towns. Nine were taken to 
Maryville, two to St. Joseph and 
one to Bethany, Mo. Two, crit- 
ically hurt, were Charles E- Hall, 
whose wife was killed, and Mrs. 
Arminca Alplanalp, both taken to 
Maryville. 

Dozens were injured less seri- 
ously. Many of these had been 
treated by Mrs. N. A. Combs, a 
registered nurse who turned her 
home into an emergency first aid 
station. There was no physician 
in town. 

Eyewitness Stories. 


Mrs. Comb's husband, a rural 
mail carrier, was one of the wit- 
nesses of the storm's approach, 
The Combs home is a mile and a 
half east of Worth. 

“T saw the tornado form near 
Ravenwood, about 17 miles south- 
west of Worth,” he said. “As it 
approached it began to roar. I 
saw the schoolhouse go.” 

Another eyewitness, Ed Roberts, 
was eight miles away when he 
saw the stormy funnel dip down. 
“It seemed as if slabs of some- 
thing were falling out of it,” he 
said. Apparently this was debris 
dropping. 

One of those who warned Worth 
residents of the tornado’s ap- 
proach was Clifford Defield, a 
truck operator who was driving 
down Main street. 

“IT saw a mass of clouds on the 
horizon,” he said. “They were 
blue-black color, and a tail whirled 
out of them. Then there was a 
buzzing sound, like bees.” 

Defield said he ran through 
town, toward his home, shouting 


He estimated it was as long as 10 
minutes before the storm struck. 
By that time he was in his fruit 
cave with his wife and child. 
Saved by Bank Vault. 

Mrs. C. Blaine Adams and her 
children were saved by .the fact 
that they lived in a building for- 
merly serving as a bank. They 
huddled next to the vault. The 
building fell, but the vault acted 
as a protecting bunker. 

Meyers and Danner, both among 
the dead, started for the school- 
house in an automobile. The 
twister picked up their machine 
and dashed it to earth again, a 
twisted wreckage. All but one of 
the automobiles in town were 
smashed, The one undamaged 
machine stood in a garage which 
was demolished, but the automo- 
bile appeared unscratched., 

The unpredictable force of the 
tornado lifted Roy Farr’s auto- 
mobile from the ground while he 
was in it, but he climbed out 
again, dived into a ditch, grabbed 
a fence post and managed to hold 
himself there until] the storm 
passed. Less fortunate, Fred Jen- 
nings hesitated a moment before 
entering his fruit cave, and was 
sucked out of the entrance and 
killed. 

Alonzo bp papering his 
house, looked owt the window and 
saw the twister approaching. With 
his wifegand five other persons 
who were in the house, he leaped 
into the fruit cellar. “There was 
a roar and a crash,” he said. His 
house was demolished. 

Large trees were uprooted and 
stripped of branches. Fences were 
rolled up. Wires were down, The 
Church of Christ and the Baptist 
churches both were flattened; 
they stood on opposite corners, 
The Methodist Church, a block 
away, was twisted on its founda- 
tion and one side torn off. 

To Rebuild, Mayor Says. 

Mayor Starl Murdock said the 
town would be rebuilt as soon as 
possible. Others were somewhat 
doubtful. 

Time of the tornado was put at 
3:10 p.m. by several who saw it 
from some distance. 

It swept out of the southwest, 
demolished Worth, then continued 
on an unsteady course, lifting, 
then dropping to damage a farm 
house here and there, Serious 
property damage, but no loss of 
life was reported at Clio, Ia., a 
town of 200 population. Lineville 
and Allerton, in Iowa, also report- 


at both Seaton and nearby Wink- 
ler, demolishing farm homes and 
barns and severing communica- 
tions for at least two hours. 

Eight persons lost their lives 
when another tornado struck the 
village of Bright Water in Ben- 
ton county, at the extreme north- 
western tip of Arkansas, and tore 
through a farming area east of 
Garfield. 


At Bright Water, a village of 100 
population, the twister demolished 
the general store, the Methodist 
church, the school and the Masonic 
lodge. Four persons were killed. 
Only two houses in the community 
were left standing. 


The other four dead were re- 
ported from the Garfield area, 
seven miles to the northwest of 
Bright Water. At least 17 farm 
homes were destroyed in this re- 
gion as the funnel of the tornado 
dipped again, leveling everything 
in its path. 


In central Illinois a turbulent 
combination of high winds, rain 
and hail damaged homes and farm 
buildings, uprooted trees and 
flooded roads and basements. The 
storm was reported to have had a 
tornado vortex which passed be- 


|tween San Jose in Mason County 


and Armington in Tazewell Coun- 
ty, but damage was relatively 
light. 

Power was cut off in Armington 
during the storm and the roof of 
a farm home three, miles south of 
Armington was blown off. Six oc- 
cupants of the house were not 
injured, 

Three inches of rain fell in 
Peoria and Bloomington reported 
2.4 inches of rainfall with some 
hail during a two-hour period. In 
McClean county trees were blown 
down, blocking roads, and barns, 
brooder houses and corn cribs 
were wrecked, 

In northeastern Oklahoma 
strong winds, accompanied by rain 
and hail, were reported to have 
blown several houses from their 
foundations at Haskell in Mus- 
kogee County. 

A small tornado which injured 
six persons, destroyed several 
homes and badly damaged busi- 
ness buildings swept through Ma- 
bank in northeastern Texas last 
night. Sheet iron from one build- 
ing struck a power line, blacking 
out the town for two hours.

Principal Owner Says Tax 
Will Be $60,000 More 
Than in 1946, 


An increase of $2,080,000 has 
been made in the 1947 real estate 
assessment on the Railway Ex- 
change Building over the $6,500,000 
assessment charged against the 
building for 1946, it was learned 


today. 

Fred .M. Saigh Jr., principal 
owner of the building, estimated 
the increase would amount to 


about $60,000 more in taxes under 
this year’s assessment and pointed 
out that the 1946 assessment, on 
which he paid $176,000, was twice 
as high as that on any comparable 
downtown building. 

The new assessment is one of 
about 25,000 real estate tax in- 
creases made by Assessor Eugene 
M. Guise as a part of the city’s 
tax equalization program designed 
to provide a general average in- 
crease of 10 per cent. 

Saigh said he did not know

BONUS, VETERANS’ AID PLAN! 


Senator William Joel Stone of 
Missouri, presented his letter of 
retirement fo President Truman 
last week during a White House 
visit. 

The Post-Dispatch account of 
the presidential press conference 
Thursday said that the President 
had given substantial support to 
the Washington report that Judge 
Stone had asked to be retired. 
The Post-Dispatch article also 
stated that Judge Collet had first 
call on the vacancy. 


Collet’s Career. 

Judge Collet, who is 49 years old 
next month, was born in Keytes- 
ville, in May 1898, was appointed 
to a “roving” judgship for. the 
eastern and western federal dis- 
tricts of Missouri in 1937, after 
having been elected in 1936 to a 
10-year term on the Missouri Su- 
preme Court, to which he had been 
appointed the year before. Before 
his state judicial service he was 
chairman of the Missouri Public 
Service Commission from 1933 to 
1935. 

Simultaneously with the sending 
of Judge Collet’s nomination to 
the Senate, the White House re- 
leased an exchange of letters be- 
tween the President and Judge 
Stone. 

Judge Stone, who was born in 
Nevada, Mo., Jan. 15, 1875, became 
eligible for retirement at full sal- 
ary two years ago. He was ap- 
pointed to the Eighth Circuit 
Court. of Appeals in December, 
1916, by President Wilson, when 
he was only 41 years old. It was 
and is unusual for a United 
States circuit judge to be so 
young. He/had served Sixteenth 
Missouri State Circuit from 1913 
to 1917. 

Judge Collet’s nomination was 
made inface of a resolution by the 
executive committee of the Bar 
Association of St. Lottis asking 
the president to select a judge or 
lawyer from the Eastern Missouri 
Federal District. The White House 
also received indorsements from 
St. Louis for Judge George H. 
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ELLIOTT ROOSEVELT, 
accompanied by his wife, 
the former FAYE EMER. 
SON, motion picture actress, 
arriving at Union Station to- 
day. He will address a meet- 
ing of the St. Louis Chapter, 
Progressive Citizens of 
America, at Hotel Jefferson 
tonight.

His Personal Choice. 

The President's selection of 
Judge Collet is a personal choice 
and a reward for valuable aid to 
the White House during the war 
and feconversion periods. The 
President drafted Judge Collet 
from his judicial duties for serv- 
ice in the Office of War Mobili- 
zation and Reconversion and later 
to help Presidential Assistant 
John Steelman. This work in the 
executive branch may cause de- 
bate in the Senate.

Announcement of the contract, 
which increases the base wage for 
laborers to $1.35 an hour, was 
made jointly by spokesmen for the 
association and AFL Hodcarriers, 
Building and Common Laborers’ 
Union, Locals 42, 53 and 110, 
Meanwhile, officers of the AFL, 
carpenters and hoisting engineers’ 
unions said their members will 
not work tomorrow on projects of 


members of the association. The 
new Ford plant in St. Louis 
county is one of the projects that 
will be affected, 

Carpenters have asked for a rate 


‘lef $2.20 an hour on commercial 


construction. This is an advance 
of 25 cents over the present $1.95 
rate. They will continue to work 
for $1.95 on home building to help 
keep down the cost of housing.

9 KILLED, TORNADOES 
STRIKE IN 5 STATES 


Nine persons were killed and 
many injured in tornadoes and 
high winds which swept through 
Southern Missouri, northern Ark- 
ansas, Oklahoma and Texas and 
central Illinois last night, 

One of the dead was reported 
from Seaton, Mo., a small commu- 
nity in the southeast corner of 
Phelps county, near Rolla.

Another bequest of $2500 was

For Children’s Hospital. 


St. Louls Children’s Hospital! will 
also benefit to an unspecified ex- 
tent from the exercise of a power 
of appointment given Dr. Clopton 
in a trust estate created by his 
stepson, James Theodore Walker, 
in 1927. Under the trust, Dr. 
Clopton was permitted to desig- 
mate in his will the person or in- 
stitution to receive the principal 
of the trust on his death. The 
funds will become a part of the 
hospital's permanent endowment 
fund and will be known as the 
Lily Lambert Endowment. 


Dr. Clopton’s will did not dis- 
close the amount of the funds 
covered by the power of appoint- 
ment nor whether he was the 
beneficiary of the trust during his 
lifetime, although this seems likely 
since the trust was to terminate 
on his death. 

No estimate of the value of Dr. 
Clopton’s estate could be given to- 
day by the St. Louis Union Trust 
Co-, named co-executor and co- 
trustee with the widow. 


For Washington U. 

The will specified that the funds 
which ultimately will come into 
possession of Washington Univer- 
sity may be used as an endowment 
fund, for current expenses or for 
the erection of buildings. If used 
for bulidings, the structures are 
to be suitably inscribed as a me- 
morial to James Theodore Walker, 
the stepson. Similarly, any en- 
dowment established with the 
funds is to be known as the James 
Theodore Walker Fund. 

The university, which Dr. Clop- 
ton served as professor of clinical 
surgery in the Medical School and 
as president of the corporation 
from 1932 to 1942, was recipient 
of gifts by him during his life- 
time. His 850-acre Brookhill 
Farm near Clarksville, one of the 
show places of Pike county, was 
given to the Medical School in 
1944 for research in the relation 
_ of soi] to human health and body 
structure. He accompanied the 
gift with a $100,000 endowment 
fund to finance the research. 


Other Gifts to College. 

He also donated the $100,000 
operating floor of the Rand-John- 
#20n surgical wing of Barnes Hos- 
pital in 1930 and a year later 
gave a valuable collection of more 
than 200 prints to the university.

ISSUE AT SENATE INQUIRY

WASHINGTON, April 30—The 
identification of a short, flowery 
letter written in 1945 by a vice 
president of the Baltimore & Ohio 
Railroad suddenly became a prime 
issue today at the Senate com- 
mittee’s inquiry into the _ rail- 
road's financia] transactions with 
the Reconstruction Finance Corp. 

Introduction of the mysterious 
letter in evidence came when 
Russel] L. Snodgrass, vice presi- 
dent of the railroad in charge of 
finance, and former RFC counsel, 
was in the witness chair. Chair- 
man Charlies W. Tobey (Rep.), 
New Hampshire, of the Senate 
Banking Committee, who has as- 
sailed B. & O.'s reorganization 
‘proceeding as “fraudulent,” read 
it as follows: . 

“Dear Arthur (to Arthur H. 
Dean of New York, special counsel 
for the B. & O.): 

“I am enclosing a copy of a 
plant and of the bud which we 
grafted on it with a view to pro- 
ducing a flower, lily white in color, 
bold in design and sedictive in 
fragrance, instead of the burs and 
beggar’s lice which the plant was 
intended to bear.” 

Can't Recall Enclosures, 

It was dated June 28, 1945, and 
signed by Snodgress. Tobey said 
he obtained a copy of it from the 
personal legal files of Snodgrass 
at the B. & QO. offices. In re- 
sponse to Tobey’s heated ques 
tions, Snodgrass identified the let- 
ter as his own but insisted he 
could not recall what the enclo- 
sures had been, 

“Come clean now,” shouted the 
Senator. “The plant as you called 
it was the B. & O. petition in 
bankruptcy filed four days after 
the letter was written. You called 
it lily white in color because you 
thought it would deceive people 
as to its purity. 

“You were right when you called 
it bold in design. And it certainly 
was seductive in fragrance, but 
now that it is out in the open the 
smell] is somewhat different.” 

Snodgras, whose earlier aplomb 
as a witness appeared to have 
been shaken by production of the 
letter, insisted he could say noth- 
ing about it until he or Dean, who 
Was present at the hearing, could 
search the files of the Dean law 
office, Sullivan & Cromwell. 

Stamepd ‘Adjustement Pian’ 

Senator Tobey pointed out that 
the words “adjustment plan” were 
stamped on the Snodgrass letter, 
but the witness said this merely 
meant a clerk in his office had 
decided it ought to be filed gener- 
ally under that index. 

“I don’t know what TIT meant by 
the word ‘plant’,” said Snodgrass. 
“It’s possible it referred to the ad- 
justment or reorganization plan, 
but I don’t think so. I just don't 
know.” 

“What was the flower you re- 
ferred to?” asked Tobey. 

“I don't know.” 

“What was the ‘bud’?” 

“I can’t say, I don’t remember.” 

“When you spoke of ‘seductive 
in fragrance’ did you mean you 
had the plan so arranged that it 
would smell Night in Paris—come- 
hither perfume?” the Senator 
persisted. 

“I don’t know.” 

The hearing was adjourned at 
this point. Later Dean told the 
Post-Dispatch that he had tele- 
phoned his New York office and 
could explain the whole thing. 

“What happened,” Dean said, 
with Snodgrass assenting to the 
explanation as he stood nearby 
in the Senate Office Building press 
room, “was this: A B. & O. bond- 
holder named Felix David wrote a 
letter to President Roy B. White 
of the B. & O. complaining of the 
treatment under the proposed ad- 
justment plan of holders of. 4% 
per cent convertible bonds due 
in 1960. 

“Mr. White replied to David on 
June 25, 1945, explaining why the 
protest was unwarranted, and set- 
ting forth the equitable treatment 
accorded all bondholders under 
the plan. 

“Both of these letters were en- 
closed in Snodgrass’s communica- 
tion to me, as read by Senator 
Tobey. Snodgrass evidently 
thought that the protest from 
David was a ‘plant’ inspired by a 
man named Randolph Phillips, 
who has opposed the reorganiza- 
tion pian all along.

New Residential Rate, 

The new residential rate sub- 
mitted is 4% cents per kilowatt 
hour for the first 25 kilowatt 
hours, 2% cents for the next 175 
kilowatt hours, and 1% cents for 
all in excess of 200. The old 
Laclede Power schedule broke 
from 2% cents to 1% cents at 17 
kilowatt hours a month. : 

The present Union Electric rate 
is 5 cents per kilowatt hour for 
the first 10 kilowatt hours, 4 
cents for the next 30 kilowatt 
hours, 2% cents for the next 160 
kilowatt hours, and 1% cents for 
all over 200. 

Of the 10,749 customers whose 
bills will be increased, the boosts 
for 8909 will be about 1 cent a 
month. For this group and for 
the 1439 former Laclede Power 
patrons to be billed at higher 
rates the added annual revenue 
was estimated by the company at 
$4667, . 

Industrial Customers Not Affected. 
The present proposal does not 
apply to commercial or industrial 
customers. The company, operat- 
ing at present near the capacity 
of its generating system, has not 
sought to encourage heavier in- 
dustrial consumption. 

Though Union Electric took 
over about 38,000 Laclede Power 
customers, it has only about 28,000 
in this category on its books now, 
The reduction was largely due té 
the fact that where old Laclede 
Power users moved they had to 
switch to Union Electric's system. 
Division of the proposed annual 
reductions in bills was fixed by 
the company as follows: St. Louis, 
$381,172; St. Louis County, $206,- 
505; Franklin, St. Charles, Jeffer- 
son and St. Francois counties, in 
Missouri, $26,912; East St. Louis 
and Alton, $73,234; Keokuk and 
Fort Madison, $15,814. This covers 
226,562 customers in St. Louis and 
80,939 in St. Louis county.

INDUSTRIAL USE OF ATOM 
REMOTE, OPPENHEIMER SAYS 


Immediate Prospects ‘Greatly Overestimated’ 


—Scientist Tells U.N: Group World 
Monopoly Is Needed. 


By ALVIN H. GOLDSTEIN 
A Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 


LAKE SUCCESS, N. Y., April 
30—J. Robert Oppenheimer, fore- 
most American scientific author- 
ity on atomic energy, declared 
yesterday that possibilities for in- 
dustrial benefits from the power 
were remote and that a United 
Nations monopoly would expedite 
reseafch for practical, peaceful 
uses. . 

Oppenheimer, wartime director 
of the Los Alamos, N.M., atom 
bomb laboratory, appeared as an 
expert witness in Committee 2 of 
the U.N. Atomic Energy Com- 
mission. The Soviet Union has 
objected to creating an interna- 
tional monopoly of nuclear energy 
on the ground it would interfere 
with national development. 

As to immediate beneficial peace- 
ful uses of atom energy. Oppen- 
heimer said the prospect of revo- 
lutionary developments had been 
“greatly overestimated.” “It may 
in time change the course of life 
as many predicted, but I do not 
see any way it can be done in a 
few years,” Oppenheimer said. 

Atomic energy now is just fuel 
for a boiler, the scientist said in 
an interview after the meeting, 
pointing out that it was only a 
substitute for coal or other fuel. 
Potential uses are present, he 
added, but all depend on research 
and development. Except for atom 
bombs and medical by-products, 
there is no actual practical appli- 
cation now known, as the process 
is too complicated and costly to 
be used simply to produce heat, 

Argument for Monopoly. 

In the meeting, as reported by 
a United Nations observer, Oppen- 
heimer pointed out that monopoly 
held by an international atomic 
development authority would en- 
courage national research, but 
would prevent abuses by control- 
ling materials and - of opera- 
tions. Technical lorations 
eould be carried out - factorily 
in small laboratories and with 
safe quantities of ores. 

Major experiments, including 
eontinued research in the explo- 
sive qualities of the atom, must 
be reserved for the A.D.A., he add- 
ed. Large-scale production must 
be conducted under strict super- 
visioneor by the A.D.A. alone as 
part of its research and develop- 
ment activities. 

Two great immediate problems 
existed, he said, both related to 


methods of discovering of fission-— 


able ores. There must be a greater 
knowledge of the geographical 
locations of the deposits, 
means must be found to utilize 
ores not deemed workable because 
of low quality. Both objectives 
may be obtained more readily, 
he said, by an _ international 
agency than by national scientists. 
The door to further study of 
atomic explosives should not be 
bolted, he added. Study in that 
sphere is important from the 
aspect of world security and for 
uses of a nen-destructive nature, 
such as for blasting. On the other 
hand, the A. D. A. must devote 
much time to examining means 
for contro] and safety from abuses. 
Fields for Research. , 


Research and development func- 
tions of an A.D.A. must include 
development of reactors with im- 
proved methods of producing 
nuclear fuels; the exploitation and 
recovery of raw materials and 
perfection of devices to render 
illicit diversion unlikely. 

Except for research in explo- 
sives, independent study would 
be encouraged, but A.D.A. scien- 
tists would hold advantages be- 
cause of superior facilities. 


Limited equipment and mate- 
rials for exploration in nuclear 
fields should be made available to 
private technologists, however, 
through a system of licensing. On 
that basis, small] reactors might be 
safely used by independent re- 
searchers, Oppenheimer continued, 
and laboratories could be 
equipped for operations on a safe 
scale. 

For peaceful purposes, it would 
be necessary for A.D.A to have ex- 
tensive scientific equipment on 
which it should hold monopoly.

How German

At Democracy 


One-Time S.S. Neo- 
phyte Wins A.M.G. 
Essay Contest, 
Sees Ray of Hope.

WO years ago, at 12, Bernhard 

Megele was well on his way to 

be ‘an S.S. trooper. A few 
months later he was listed by 
military government as “trouble- 
some.” Now, at 14, he has just 
served as “military governor” for 
a day at the Furstenfeldbruck 
area in Bavaria as top man in 
an essay contest on “What De- 
mocracy Means to Germany.” 


Bernhard’s paper was one of 13 
winners among more than 250 sub- 
mitted by seventh and eighth 
grade pupils as part of the Ger- 
man youth activity program of the 
United States Army Base at Fur- 
stenfeldbruck. 


“Democracy develops within the 
hearts of people and cannot be 
dictated to them,” he wrote. “We 
have no such thing today in Ger- 
Many and it will be a tremendous 
task to educate the people... .I 
believe the occupation forces and 
the old German Democrats have 
set an example... , The light of 
hope is beginning to show.” 


Not all the winners were as op- 
timistic. A 13-year-old, who be- 
came “district judge” for his ef- 
fort, wrote bitterly that democ- 
racies weren't always the same. 
Sometimes, he said, they made 
only “formal declarations of rights 
and freedoms” which working 
people couldn’t obtain. 


Several said that no amount of 
democracy could be appreciated 
while Germany was in its* present 
desperate state. One warned 
bluntly that it would fail alto- 
gether if Germany was left to 
starve. 


One added an important pro- 
viso. “Democracy,” he wrote “is 
the idol of mankind—if it is in 
good hands.” 


A 14-year-old girl, by her own 
definition of democracy, showed 
plainly what Hitler’s terror meant 
to Germany. 


“Democracy,” she said simply, 


“means the right to forget to be 
afraid.”

ENRY FORD II told industry last night that, in payment for 
the privilege of free enterprise, it must take leadership in solv- 
ing “problems like depressions and unstable employment.” 


Ford, only speaker at a dinner session of the annual meeting of 
the United States Chamber of Commerce, told his fellow business 
men that “there are no other qualified candidates” for the job of 
tackling the economic problems of the times. 


“We have seen people turn to 
government for answers, and the 
world is littered with their tragic 
failures,” he asserted. 


“Nations have turned to gov- 
ernment controls and to dictator- 
ships in a deliberate search for 
security, and all they have 
achieved is destitution, slavery 
and insecurity.” 


Industry’s Second Obligation. 


The 29-year-old president of 
Ford Motor Co., a grandson of 
its late founder, declared Indus- 
try’s second great obligation is 
to “achieve a better sense of 
partnership with the American 
people.” 

He cited examples of what he 
called “misunderstanding” about 
profits and management—a “great 
many things about business and 
industry that the American people 
apparently do not‘ understand.” 
He said business, too, has a “job 
of understanding to do.” 

“One of our obligations is to 
understand just what the things 
are that people want from their 
jobs in order to make their daily 
effort worth while... . 

“Perhaps for every dollar we 
spent in scientific research for the 
development of better products 
and more efficient machines, we 
should have spent another dollar 
in research into the problems of 
people in industry.” 

Challenge to Business. 

Ford, first leading industrialist 
to respond to President Truman's 
appeal for voluntary price reduc- 
tions to avert an inflationary 
boom-and-bust, told his audience 
of 2000 Chamber members and 
their wives that their “right as 
business men” may depend on 
their ability to meet the challenge. 
of economic guidance. 

How it is to be met, he sald, “I 


that it will take the daring initia- 
tive that is the essence of leader- 
ship.” 

“And in trying to point the 
way,” he went on, “we face one 
harsh and unyielding: fact: It is 
work—and not theories of social 
responsibility, which is basic to 
the success of all of us. 


“Programs which merely drain 
off the accumulated savings of 
earlier and more vigorous times 
without paying their way serve 
only to sap our country’s strength, 

“The real objective is to keep 
adding to the capital of mankind 
by increased production and dis- 
tribution, 


“The result is what counts. ... 
All of us will be better off when 
we can pay a man $5 an hour 
because he produces $5 worth of 
effort than when we try to pay 
him $1.50 an hour for 75 cents 
worth of effort.”

War Won't Kill Communism 
Zo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Let us hope that the propaganda 
about Communism which now smothers 
our thinking is not the prelude to an- 
other war again to make the world safe 
for democracy. 

While I hold no brief for Communism, 
I am not dumb enough to believe that 
another war with atomic bombs will 
purge the world of it. Two World Wars 
have proved the contrary is true. When 
the United States entered the first con- 
flict, there were not enough Communists 
in the country adequately to man the 
soap boxes. Today Communists are ev- 
erywhere, even holding berths in the 
government. 

While Communism has made converts, 
democracy has waned proportionately. 
In 1914, when a struggle for commercial 
supremacy culminated in war between 
England and Germany, most of the world 
boasted a so-called democracy, with pri- 
vate enterprise as the keystone. Today 
democracy as we know it exists only in 
the United States and Canada and here 
we have witnessed a species of anarchy. 

Communism, like all radical move- 
ments, germinates in human misery. 
War, with its hate and intolerance, has 
transformed the world into a perfect 
needbed for revolutionary action, If de- 
mocracy is to supplant Communism, de- 
mocracy must be made to work as it 
has not worked in the past generation. 

Communism is not new. It is as old 
as the ages. Wherever human wretched- 
ness is, there is Communism. Democracy 
must find a way to live with Commu- 
nism, if it cannot supplant it by peace- 
ful means. 

Bombing cities, murdering and maim- 
fing people by the million and wantonly 
destroying the necessities of life do not 
solve world ills and certainly do not pro- 
mote democracy. Democracy cannot 
thrive where buzzards feed. 

Therefore, let those who now advocate 
war with Russia ponder the question: 
What have two wars wrought? The 
League of Nations estimates that per- 
haps as many as 200,000,000 people were 
killed in the two wars or died of starva- 
tion resulting from them. Europe is in 
ruins and it is doubtful that two cen- 
turies can restore it. If Europe could at 
ence return to the Europe of 1914, it 
would dwell in Elysium. 

The United States, untouched by bombs, 
poured into the conflicts the lives of 
300,000 boys with more than 1.500,000 
others maimed, many permanently. The 
material cost to the United States is 
about 400 billion dollars. The billions in 
loans to other nations we are now set- 
tling at 3 cents on the dollar. Senator 
Byrd says that since the war ended, the 
United States has either extended or 
promised loans to other countries to- 
taling 16 billion dollars. Raymond Mo- 
ley asserts that Congress has decided to 
appropriate another 20 billion dollars to 
prop up powers like Greece and Turkey, 
and with no hope of being repaid.

Since I announced the apartment for 
Kingshighway and Lindell, several let- 
ters have appeared in the letter column 
of the Post-Dispatch critical of the fact 
that it was designed for people with in- 
comes of $8000 to $25,000 a year.

Post for a St. Louisan 


Despite the considerations outlined tn this edi- 
torial, President Truman today nominated Judge 
John Caskie Collet of Kansas City to succeed 
Judge Kimbrough Stone. 


Why should a Missourian be appointed to the 
Federal Circuit Court of Appeals and why should 
that Missourian preferably be a St. Louisan or 
at least a resident of Eastern Missouri? 

Certainly it is not because of state or local 
pride. It is not because geography is impor- 
tant. It is not because Missouri has some claim 


to producing better judges than Iowa or Nebras:, 


ka or the other states in the seven-state circuit. 

Here is the reason in brief: It is because Mis- 
souri and Eastern Missouri in particular produce 
the greatest proportion of the work of this im- 
portant court, It is because a new Judge from 
this area should be much better equipped than 
a new Judge from some other area to assist the 
court in applying state law and local procedure 
and customs, as is required by direction of the 
United States Supreme Court. — 

This issue last came up in 1940, At that time 
the Post-Dispatch strongly urged that these fac- 
tors be given the consideration due them. Other 
interests prevailed and the appointment did not 
go to a Missourian let alone a St. Louisan. Now 
that Presiding Judge Kimbrough Stone is re- 
ported to have submitted his retirement to Presi- 
dent Truman we renew the case for this area. 

In a recent year, the seven states in the 
circuit contributed cases as follows:

This means that Missouri produced almost as 
much business as all the other states in the cir- 
cuit. It means that Missouri produced ,more 
than twice as much as the second state and four 
times as much as the third. 

Yet with the business of the court arriving in 
the great bulk from Missouri here is the way 
the court is constituted, in order of appointment:

. Archibald K. Gardner (S. D.) 
. John B. Sanborn (Minn.) 
. John W. Woodrough (Nebr.) 
. Seth Thomas (lIa.) 
. Harvey M. Johnsen (Nebr.)

In other words, Nebraska, which produces 
about one sixth as much business in the court 
as Missouri has two Judges to Missouri’s one. 
Appointment of a Missourian in Judge Stone’s 
place will do no more than enable Missouri to 
hold its present obviously disadvantageous posi- 


tion. Should a Missourian not be appointed, a | 


truly fantastic situation would result. 

The case for the appointment of a St. Louisan 
has been well stated by the local Bar Association. 
With the exception of the late Judge Faris’s 
tenure of less than a year, St. Louis and the 
Eastern District of Missouri have had no one on 
the Court of Appeals for 30 years. 

Local litigants and counsel are well aware of 
the serious disadvantage which this visits on 
St. Louis. The headquarters of the court and 
the clerk of the court are here, yet for only two 
weeks or so in November are any of the Judges 
in St. Louis. Throughout the rest of the year, 
St. Louisans must go to Kansas City or St. Paul 
or some other home city of a Judge to submit 
motions and conduct business of that nature, 
This forces St. Louisans to needless expense in 
time and money and slows down the handling 
of cases. 

St. Louis has come out at the little end of 
the horn as well on appointments to the Federal 
District bench. Missouri now has six Federal 
District Judges—two for the Western District 
(Reeves and Ridge), two for the Eastern District 
(Moore and Hulen), and two with roving com- 
missions (Collet and Duncan). Of these, only 
one, Judge Moore, was appointed from the city 
which produces the great weight of the state’s 
federal litigation. 

In fairness to St. Louis and to facilitate the 
work of the Court of Appeals, Judge Stone's suc- 
cessor should be the very best man who can be 
found in this area. Should a vacancy occur ip 
one of the roving judgeships, it, too, should be 
filled by a St. Louisan of proved qualifications. 

These considerations, all too long ignored in 
Washington, deserve the close attention of Presi- 
dent Truman and Attorney General Clark.

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An Item of Progress 

Gov. Donnelly’s signature on the bill simplify- 
ing the organization of the division of collection 
in the State Department of Revenue at long last 
gives Missouri an up-to-date, economical machine 
for the collection of state taxes.

Maturity 

“Music Master X,” the mad virtuoso who is 
treating his own disease at the piano keyboard, 
has made “real and definite progress” this past 


year. He can now turn the pages of the score 
as he plays. More important, his taste has turrfed 
from Chopin to Johann Sebastian Bach. 

“In our terminology.” says Dr. Ira M. Alt- 
shuler, his physician, “Bach’s music is of mascu- 
line influence. Technically, this is a matter of 
great importance.” The metaphor is sound. 
Bach’s music is as manly as the composer him- 
self, who was twice a husband and 20 times a 
father. Chopin's music is emotional without 
ever suggesting virile strength, and Frederic 
himself was the weaker partner in his celebrated 
affair with George Sand. 

It is equally true to say that X is retracing a 
course toward some maturity lost when his 
mind came unstuck. Chopin, the rebel against 
the world who never quite knew anything useful 
to do about it, caters particularly to a hunger for 


desserts—a characteristic of adolescence. Bach 
composed good meat, full-bodied beer and hearty 
cheeses for fellow-citizens in a grown-up world 
who find compensations in its pain, beauty in 
its ugliness and nobility in its tragedy. 

Thus the hope grows for X's return to reality. 
And since the irritations and wrongs that set 
Chopin in directionless rebellion still plague.us, 
it is a compliment to this community’s solid, re- 
sponsible maturity that it will enthusiastically 
attend a full-course banquet of Bach next week- 
end. 
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MVA or the Big Ifs? 

The revised MVA bill which Senator Murray 
of Montana has introduced offers the Missouri 
Valley a means of development without any ifs 
to it. The Pick-Sloan Plan of the Army Engi- 
neers and the Reclamation Bureau does not. The 
present floods in the Missouri River are an ob- 
ject lesson in one of the big ifs of the Pick- 
Sloan Plan. 

More than the engineering works themselves is 
required to control floods. The works must be 
operated, And what prospects for the smooth, 
efficient operation of these works, to control 
floods, do the Army and Reclamation offer? 


Let us suppose a hypothetical case, which is - 


a good thing to suppose because it is exactly 
the kind of case that is likely to occur, and to 
keep on occurring time and again, year after 
year. 


Suppose a flood is moving down the Missouri . 


River system, and the Army Engineers want to 
let large amounts of water out of the big storage 
reservoirs in advance, so that there will be 
plenty of storage capacity to capture and store 
the flood crests when they arrive. 

But suppose the Reclamation Bureau, which 
is responsible for seeing to it that there is 
enough water for irrigation, objected to releas- 
ing water—or so much water—from the storage 
reservoirs. Suppose the Bureau said: “That 
water is going to be needed next summer for 
irrigation. If we waste it out of the reservoirs 
now, maybe we will be able to refill and maybe 
we won't. But a bird in the hand is worth two 
in the bush, so we will keep them fairly well 
full, flood or no flood.” 

There the Army Engineers would be, with 
full responsibility to control floods and no re- 
sponsibility whatever toward irrigation, and 
there the Reclamation Bureau would be, with 
full responsibility to provide water for irrigation 
and no responsibility whatever to control floods. 
And there the flood would be, charging down 
the Missouri River, necessitating split-second de- 
cisions for its control. _ 

What would happen in such a case? The ques- 
tion has been put to Brig. Gen. Lewis A. Pick, 
Missouri River division engineer of the Army 
Engineers and author of the Army’s part of the 
Army-Reclamation plan. Gen. Pick said any 
such conflict between the Army Engineers and 
the Reclamation Bureau would have to be re- 
solved by the United States Supreme Court. 

Meanwhile, we prgsume, an injunction would 
issue against the flood waters, commanding them 
to stand still pending the decision of the case, 

For those who doubt that floods wait on law- 
suits, the answer is an MVA, charged equally 
with responsibility for flood control and irriga- 


_ tion, and empowered equally to deal with them.

An Overdue Insurance Reform 

At the end of this year, life insurance compa- 
nies will cease basing new policies on a mortali- 
ty table constructed in 1868, and it’s about time. 


The old table became more. and more obsolete - 


as the improvement of public health led to long- 
er average life. Since the life expectancy of 
young people has improved most markedly, the 
old table particularly penalizes youthful buyers 
of insurance. 

Insurance based on outdated vital statistics 
has long been under suspicion of excessive cost. 
Suppose St. Louis deliberately overstated its ex- 
penses and over-collected its taxes, balancing the 
accounts by a tax refund at the end of each year. 
A howl would go up, and rightly so. The city 
government would be accused of drawing waste- 
fully on its excessive collections. The obsolete 
insurance. mortality table and policyholder’s an- 
hual “dividend” are a parallel situation. 

Policyholders will be better off under a real- 
istic new table and smaller dividends or none. 
They will have a much clearer idea of what they 
are actually paying for insurance. The industry's 
belated reform on this point is the best stroke 
of public relations it has made in a long time. 
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End of the Merit Stalemate 


The appointment of Ralph J, Turner as state 
personnel director ends a four-month-old politi- 
cal stalemate which has delayed the establish- 
ment of a state merit system administration. 
Goy, Donnelly refused to name a director until 
the Legislature repealed certain minor personnel 
laws in conflict with the constitutional plan of 
government reorganization. The Republican 
Legislature accused the Governor of stalling to 
keep Democrats in their jobs, and suggested that 
he make the appointment before the legislative 
corrections. 

A solution has been found that does credit 
to both parties. The Legislature launched the 
corrective bills. The Governor made the ap- 
pointment without waiting for them to come to 
his desk. It was the kind of excellent political 
compromise and act of mutual trust that gets 
publi¢ business accomplished at top executive 
and legislative levels. 

Of course, there can be no compromise in the 
administration of the particular business thus 
advanced, A merit-basis civil service must be 
conducted. spotlessly as well as intelligently.

Crimes Against Free Enterprise 


The Mirrer 


Business men and farmers have unremittingly used “freedom” 
slogan to curtail freedom and fight reform, observer says; cites 


of tariff, RFC, NRA, AAA, and other cases; says enterprise must

come to life or retire before dynamic force of Communism. 


From an Address by Laird Bell, Chicago Corporation Lawyer and 
Civic Leader, to the University of Chicago Board of Trustees 


We have heard a great deal in the last 
15 years about the beauties of free enter- 
prise. Business men in particular have in- 
sisted that if only enterprise were left free, 
most of our economic problems would be 
solved, and our social troubles as well. It 
is my purpose to inquire how genuine this 
belief is. Let us, in the formula of Al 
Smith, look at the record. 


The railway system was in many ways 
the perfection of free enterprise. It was 
business that insisted upon setting up the 
first of those bureaucratic boards (the ICC) 
against which we have heard so much out- 
cry. 

Certainly the philosophy of the Sherman 
(Anti-trust) Law was preservation of com- 
petitive free enterprise. Yet when, after a 
good many years during which the law was 
not a very live issue, Thurman Arnold be- 
gan really to press prosecutions, the busi- 
ness community was frantically indignant. 


If we genuinely believe in free produc- 
tion and free markets, some little question 
might be raised about the tariff. For more 
than a hundred years business men have 
pleaded with the Government to build a 
wall that would shelter them. A protected 
economy is by definition one in which en- 
terprise is not free, 


Mr. Hoover’s Contribution 


Business men secured from Congress the 
Miller-Tydings law which legalizes resale 
price maintenance and secured from the 
legislatures of many states the so-called 
“fair trade” laws. These all forbade the 
free functioning of the competitive system. 
They do not represent free enterprise. 


Hoover has generally been regarded as 
an apostle of free enterprise, yet it was 
under his Administration that the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation was invent- 
ed. It certainly was not a free enterprise 
law. It poured government money into 
concerns which by the laws of economic 
survival should have gone down. It changed 
individual enterprise from management of 
a corporation at home to enterprise in ring- 
ing door bells in Washington. 

The best of all illustrations of how little 
business really wanted free enterprise can 
be found in NRA, Every little tag-end of 
business flocked to Washington to take ad- 
vantage of this golden opportunity to write 
laws for themselves, There were in them 
more restrictions on free enterprise than 
the New Deal ever dreamed of. 


Process of Elimination 


It was more damning to be tagged as a 
chiseler then than as a Red now. They 
even regulated the number of matches that 
could be given away with cigarettes. When 
it came to questionnaires and reports, the 
code authorities spread themselves in a 
way that no New Deal bureaucrat would 
ever have dared. 


It is hard to remember when government 
wasn’t besought to do something for farm- 
ers. The last thing they seem to want is 
to have prices seek their natural level. They 
have secured assurances that they can be 
free enterprisers in a rising market but 
clinging vines on a falling market. It is 
rugged individualism, with guaranteed safe- 
ty—a one-way street, 


Ever since the Gay ‘80s business itself 
has been eliminating free enterprise. Every 


time a business has bought out a competitor, 
every time there has been a merger, free 
enterprise has been restricted. The whole 
trend has been toward consolidation. 


Inevitably there are less jobs at the top 
and less executive jobs all the way down. 
Lesser executives know that once they pass, 
say, 50, their chance of another job is 
negligible. How free can a man be when 
he has to hang desperately to his job? The 
temptation to let the boss do the enterpris- 
ing must be almost irresistible. How much 
progress can be made if all subordinates 
are yes-men? 


When one considers the restrictions which 
business itself has asked for, and the social 
advances now conceded to be worthy which 
it has fought under the slogan of free en- 
terprise, it is hard to avoid the suspicion 
that business is less interested in freedom 
and enterprise than in keeping things as 
they are—a battle cry against change rath- 
er than a motto of progress, 


The Test of Our System 


The concept of free enterprise is a worthy 
one, It is part and parcel of the life of 
free men. Freedom of enterprise is an af- 
firmative force; yet it is in danger of be- 
ing turned to a static use. 


We are entering times that will put our 
system to the test. We are going to need 
all the vigor and courage and resourceful- 
ness that freedom of enterprise implies. 
The Communists are not wondering wheth- 
er they can cope with the problems of so- 
ciety. They know they have the answer. 


IT don’t mean to play the McCormick- 
Hearst game of urging everybody to look 
under the bed for a bolshevik. I mean that 
the Soviets have a faith and philosophy 
and fanaticism about their philosophy that 
makes it, right or wrong, an aggressive, 
dynamic thing, which must be met by a 
philosophy equally aggressive and dynamic. 


A Rescue Is Needed 


If we fail to handle the recurrent eco- 
nomic crises by our system of free enter- 
prise, the Communists will be waiting right 
there ready to tell us how to do it. The 
ideology of free enterprise is dynamic, if 
it is genuine. A policy of opposition to 
change, of security, of protection, is not 
dynamic. 
if we are to survive, 


For all its protestations, business has been 


quite willing to curtail free enterprise when 
curtailing appeared to be in its immediate 
interest. If we are to meet the challenge 
of tomorrow, our belief must consist of 
something more than chanting a formula. 


I make no apology for urging that free en- 
terprise be rescued from the category of 
worn-out shibboleths and restored to its 
proper function as a motive force for free 
men in a free society.

Between Book Ends 


By Wind as Well as Stars 


LIONS UNDER THE THRONE, by Charlies P. Curtis Jr. 
(Houghton Mifflin Co., Boston.) 


TOTAL WAR AND THE CONSTITUTION, by Edward S. 
Corwin. (Alfred A. Knopf, New York.) 


Would it produce a “more powerful mo- 
nopoly” than the Pullman Co. has been if 
sleeping car operation should be sold to a 
group of 43 railroads? The Federal Govern- 
ment said Yes and sued to prevent such a 
sale after first seeking to force the Pull- 
man Co. to dispose of either the manufac 
ture or operation and servicing of cars. 


Clearly here was a monopoly case of great 
importance. Yet when it went before the 
Supreme Court recently the high bench di- 
vided 4-to-4 (Justice Jackson disqualified 
himself because he was Attorney General 
when the anti-trust suit was started). This 
meant that the lower court’s approval of 
the sale automatically stood while the Su- 
preme Court fanned out on three straight 
strikes. 


. * * 


The Pullman Co, case is too recent to be 
in Lawyer Curtis's study of the Supreme 
Court but it is the kind of case he takes 
up and picks to pieces. He addresses him- 
self “particularly to those laymen who know 
more about constitutional law than they 
think they do, and to those lawyers who 
know less.” His “lions under the throne” 
are the Judges and he agrees with Bacon, 
from whom he takes his title, that the 
black-robed jurists belong beneath and not 
on top. 


What this brilliant member of the Bos- 
ton bar wants us all—laymen and lawyers 
alike—to recognize is that the Supreme 
Court, as he puts it so well, “must sail by 
the wind as well as by the stars.” He is 
against idolizing the court and shows how 
it has been paid so much deference as to 
isolate it unhealthily from government as 
a whole. Only when we see with the author 
that the Supreme Court, in the 40 years fol- 
lowing the Civil War, “lacked faith in the 
democratic process” do we appreciate the 
setting for the far-reaching Supreme Court 
battle which was shaking the country just 
10 years ago. 


* * * 


Prof. Corwin's book is not so witty as Mr. 
Curtis’s, but it is no less thoughtful. The 
theme of the noted Princeton authority on 
constitutional law is that our historic fed- 
eral system of balanced powers did not sur- 
vive World War II.

speech he justified the suppression of civil liberties in the Soviet 
Union “until such time as an abundance of consumers’ goods makes 


the Four Freedoms possible.” 
Here was the purest material- 


ism.

“Politics,” has 
thrown much 
light on the 
mind of Henry 
Wallace and re- 
vealed this un- 
familiarity with 
books known tO Mr. Wallace 
all students of 
contemporary affairs. So per- 
haps he never had time to read 
the speeches of Adolf Hitler. 

Hitler’s argument for suppress- 
ing democracy and civil liberties 
was precisely that with which 
Mr. Wallace defended Russia; 
namely, that both are luxuries 
available only to rich nations. 
Poor nations—have-nots—can’t af- 
ford them. First they must get 
rich—Heil Hitler! 


The Case of Aaron Burr. 


Mr. Wallace should take a read- 
ing course in Walt Whitman, 
Henry Thoreau and early Amer- 
ican history. When the Bill of 
Rights was framed, the United 
States was Mostly a scattering of 
poor villages. Pigs roamed through 
Manhattan. People still lived in 
log cabins and there was no 
abundance of consumers’ goods— 
or of anything except will, wilder- 
ness and Indians. And the United 
States had also just had a revo- 
lutionary war. 

A few years later there was a 
terrible depression following an 
unpopular repressive regime, that 
of Adams. The first American 
totalitarian—and suspected agent 
‘Of a foreign revolutionary power 
—reared his head. His name was 
Aaron Burr. His slogan was “Will 
civil liberties feed you?” 

He had two opponents—Jeffer- 
son and Adams. He tied with Jef-

It built an army— 
from which whole regiments ntuti- 
nied in this last war. 

This state of affairs is to go on, 
according to Mr. Wallace, until 
consumers’ goods are plentiful, 
after which, apparently, the re- 
gime will “wither away.” Wal- 
lace’s solution is for the United 
States to furnish the consumers’ 
goods in the form of a gigantic 
loan, 

We suggest that liberties for the 
Russian people would produce the 
consumers’ goods—and peace, too. 
We suggest consumers’ goods will 
never appear in abundance s0 
long as every factory manager has 
a spy over his shoulder, natural 
human errors are paid for with 
peoples’ heads, and the people 
serve the state and not vice versa. 
Every tyrant who ever lived has 
said, “Bread first, freedom later.” 
But the free American farmer 
outproduces every state-collective 
in the world.

An Overworked Term. 


It does not, of course, mean that 
a bi-partisan foreigr policy will 
inevitably bring agreement on all 
phases of that policy. The truth 
is that the term bi-partisan has 
been greatly overworked in this 
connection. If we can avoid par- 
tisan quarrels over the basic line 
to be taken, that is probably all 
that can be expected under our 
system of divided powers. 

Our Government provides no 
machinery for continuing consul- 
tation between party leaders in 
Congress and the men who make 
policy in the State Department. 
That is dependent to a large de- 
gree on personalities. Under Sec- 
retary Dean Acheson has been 
particularly successful in dealing 
‘with Congress, which makes his 
imminent resignation the more 
unfortunate, 


Perhaps a permanent Under 
Secretary in the tradition of the 


British Foreign Office would help. 
Such a non-political official would 
give continuity to policy when a 
new administration came in. At 
best, however, this would be a 
minor change. 

Co-operation depends, in the 
last analysis, on the skill and 
tact of Senator Arthur H. Van- 


wail|denberg. He has no official man- 
ig’ B date from his party to speak for 


the party on foreign policy. At a 
time of intense rivalry for posi- 
tion, the Senator from Michigan 
must move warily. If he goes too 
far, he can destroy his own use- 
fulness. 


Vandenberg’s Position. 


Most of the burden of support 
for the Greek-Turkish program in 
the Senate fell on Vandenberg. 
The Democratic leader, Senator 
Alben Barkley of Kentucky, was 
out of the country while the issue 
was being debated. Senator Tom 
Connally of Texas, ranking Demo- 
crat on the Foreign elations 
Committee, raised an emotional. 
plea for the Truman doctrine, but 
the task of conviction. and per- 
suasion fell to Vandenberg. It 
was he who worked out the 
amendments intended to bring the 
policy in line with United Na- 
tions co-operation, 

Senator Vandenberg is.not now 
a member of the American dele- 
gation to the U.N. bly. 
Under U.N. regulations, a new 
delegation must be named for 
each ‘new assembly. It is not 
likely that Vandenberg will ac- 
cept membership on our delega- 
tion so long as the Republicans 
have a majority in Congress and 
a Democrat is in the White House. 
The fact that the delegation is 
subject to-the “orders” of the 
President would complicate Van- 
denberg’s position in the Senate 
and inside the GOP. 


Speaker at John Burroughs 
School Says Such Education 
Can Bring Peace. 


Schools should educate people 
to live in the world, not merely in 
one nation or province, President 
Thurston C. Davies of Colorado 
College, Colorado Springs, de- 
clared last night at the annual 
dinner meeting of-the John Bur- 
roughs School Association. 

“We should not only teach how 
people of other nations live,” he 
declared, “but how they think—so 
that we can see the world 
through their eyes.” 

Only that kind of an education, 
Davies said, can win the race 


with disaster and bring peace to 
the world. Davies was an officer 
in the United States Marines in 
both World War I and World War 
II. He described some of the edu- 
cational devices learned in the 
war and recommended their use 
for peacetime education. 
The war experience, he said, 
developed new visual education 
techniques, new methods of lan- 
guage training and_ especially 
demonstrated the importance of 
motivation. “Young men who had 
ey scraped through mathe- 
atics in college learned the 
higher mathematics necessary for 
navigation in a few months when 
they knew their survival and the 
survival of others depended on 
it,” Davies said. “Somehow we 
should attempt to carry into ci- 
villian education this same sense 
of urgency.” 
War also left a deficit in edu- 
cational terms, however, he said. 
Courtesy and sportsmanship de- 
clined, loyalties were scattered 
and the teaching profession suf- 
fered a diminished status. Davies 
suggested corrective measures. 
Four new Burroughs scholar- 
ships were announced, including 
funds in honor of Burroughs grad- 
uates killed in the war—Herbert 
S. Kiddoo, Eliot Bridge and Maury 
Matthews—and a scholarship in 
memory of Clement W. Pollock.

ARTHUR WIDMER DIES: 
ENGINEER FIRM HEAD 


Headed 500 in Cantonment 
Work—Designed St. Louis 
U. Medical Buildings. 


Arthur J. Widmer, architect, 
head of the Widmer Engineering 
Co, and an affiliated architectural 
firm, died early today in St. 
Mary’s Hospital, following a 
cerebral hemorrhage last Thurs- 
day. He was 64 years old, and 
had lived in St. Louis since 1907. 
He founded the engineering firm 
in 1917. 

Mr. Widmer was designer and 
builder of most of the present 
buildings of St. Louis University 
Medical School and planned Fir- 
min Desloge Hospital. He was 
named as designer and consulting 
engineer of a projected tunnel 
under the Mississippi river, with 
the St. Louis entrance near the 
old Southern Hotel site at Broad- 
way and Walnut street. The plan 
was presented to the Public Works 
yo grees 9 in 1935. 

Hé directed numerous large en- 
gineering projects, one of these be- 
ing the reinforced concrete work 
of the 2l-story Railway Exchange 
Building, which in 1910 involved 
the largest single usage of con- 
crete up to that time, except in 
the Panama Canal. 

He headed an engineering field 
force of nearly 500 in the early 
part of World War II, in cone 
struction of Army cantonments 
and residential villages adjoining 
ordnance factories, 

In World War I he attained the 
rank of Colonel of Engineers. 

He is survived by his wife, for 
merly Lavina Roberts of Staten 
Island, N. Y.; by a son, Arthur J.

LONDON, April 30 (AP)—Sir 
Almroth Edward Wright, the in- 
troducer*® of anti-typhoid inocula 
tion, died here today. He was 85 
years old. 

The famous bacteriologist has 
been credited with saving more 
than 100,000 lives of British sol- 
diers in the first World War 
through his typhoid inoculations, 

He also did much valuable work 
in the preparation of other vac- 
cines, such as those for tuber- 
culosis and pneumonia. 

‘He was head of the Institute of 
Pathology at St. Mary’s Hospital 
in London from 1902 until his re- 
tirement last June.

Charley Riley, St. Louis Negro 
featherweight, gets another 
chance to reach the top in the 
126-pound division tonight when 
he meets Phil Terranova, New 
York, in a rematch at the Audi- 
torium scheduled for 10 rounds. 
All he has to do is defeat Terra- 
nova who, on Feb. 22, .1946, 
knocked out Riley in six rounds. 

The bout is the main event 
of five contests, the first of 
which is slated *to start at 8:30 
o'clock. The four preliminaries 
are scheduled to go six rounds 
each. 

Riley was bouncing along very 
well up to the time he ran into 
the sturdy little Italian, rated No. 
1 egmong the challengers for the 
championship he once held. 

But ‘“‘erranova’s body attack 
was too strong for Riley and 
Charley succumbed suddenly in 
sixth round, clthough the bat- 
tling - to that point had been 
fairly even, with Riley rocking 
Terranova with a right hand 
smash in the first round. 

Times Were Bad for Awhile. 

Following the knockout, Chariey 
had a little trouble regaining his 
bearings. He lost to Lou Trans- 
perenti in Kansas City, then 
knocked out Transperenti. He 
los. to Filberto Osorio here and 
looked so bad in the bout that 
fans thought he might be fin- 
ist d. But he came back to re- 
verse that decision in a string of 
six out of seven victories and the 
only mark against his record in 
months is a draw, in a meeting 
with Paulie Jackson at the Audi- 
torium. 

Included in his knockout vic- 
tims was Lou Casiano, Puerto 
Rican, stopped by Riley in seven 
rounds. However, Casiano later 
stayed the full 10 rounds with 
him, Charley gaining a close deci- 
sion, 

Terranova also boxed Jackson 
here and knocked him out in 
eight rounds and Phil has won 
12 of 13 fights since he met Riley. 
His only loss was to Maxie Sha- 
piro in New York, the first de- 
cision Phil dropped in two years, 
and he previously had defeated 
Shapiro, a lightweight, in Detroit. 

Game Booms With Phil. 

Phil is credited with bringing 
the boxing game back to a high 
pitch here. He has boxed here 
nine times, winning all his bouts 
and all of them have been well 
attended, the biggest crowd hav- 
ing been on hand April 5, 1946, 
when he defeated Aponte Torres 
before 7035 persons with receipts 
of $16461.40. 

With interest in tonight’s match 
high, it is expected that a new 
mark for the promotions of Hans 
Bernstein, which started about 18 
months ago, will be set. 

But it is not likely that a new 
attendance record will be set for 
the Auditorium, because that 
stands at 10,840 persons, who saw 
Eddie Simms box John Henry 
Lewis, March 6, 1936, and _ it 
doesn’t seem possible to put more 
than that many into the building 
legally. 

The record for the city was set 
at the Primo Carnera- Chuck 
Wiggins bout at the Arena, March 
18, 1930, when 18,130 attended with 
receipts of $48,157.70. The largest 
receipts came in at The Arena 
when Joe Louis boxed Tony Mus- 
to, April 8, 1941, before 17,472 per- 
sons who paid $52,592.50. 

Terranova 8 to 5 Choice. 

In any event, Bernstein is ex- 
pecting a good crowd, with esti- 
mates at about 9000 fans and re- 
ceipts approximating $25,000.

Not so Marshall. The moment 
the conferences broke up at Avi- 
ation House, he dashed for the 
cloak room, the door and home. 
Thus he beat the departure of 
Molotov, who sometimes but sel- 
dom visited the bar. Bidault and 
Bevin were more likely to carfy 
friendly custom of 
early council gatherings. 

At Spasso House, where he had 
the master bedroom ordinarily 
occupied by Ambassador Smith, 
Marshall usually spent the evening 
with a few of the American group 
that mostly included Dulles, 
Bohlen, and Smith. He retired at 
midevening. 

In this disciplined schedule, 
Marshall broke entirely with the 
old system of Byrnes, who worked 
from early morning to midnight 
at these conferences and tended 
to wear himself out, 

Daily Report to Truman, 

Starting his day about 9 a.m. 
Marshall studied documents, con- 
determined 
policies he would pursue and from 
which he never deviated, and got 
off his daily report to President 
Truman. 

Among Marshall's advisers, 
Dulles, Cohen, Smith and Gen. 
Lucius D. Vlay, American com- 
mander in Europe, undoubtedly 
exercised the most influence. At 
one point beforé Clay returned to 
his Berlin duties, Dulles and Clay 
were reported to have split sharp- 
ly over the basic American atti- 
tude toward Germany and Europe, 

Clay primarily emphasized Ger- 
man policies, believing that the 
ultimate reactions of the German 
| people would determine the fate 
(| of Europe. Dulles, whose views 
S seemed to have prevailed for the 
time being, put the initial empha- 
sis on wooing French support for 
United States and British policies, 


Bidault seemed to have gone 
along quickly with his work 
papers to his bedroom but gen- 
erally avoided conducting any 
business in the evening. 


Marshall was so cautious in his 
handling of United States foreign 
policy at the conference he never 
liked to depart from conservative 
methods. Some of this was due 
to his lack of confidence in his 
knowledge of diplomacy, which he 
frankly admitted on occasion, and 
some to his desire to avoid any 
more Potsdams or Yaltas, sources 
of so much later disagreement, 


Talk With Stalin Delayed. 


Marshall promoted only one 
“secret” meeting of the Big Four, 
and he delayed until the last pos- 

ble moment his private talk with 

ime Minister Stalin. His final 
decision to go to the Kremlin ap- 
parentlyswas influenced mostly by 
the opinion of his advisers that it 
would look bad if he delayed long- 
er and that the Soviets might mis- 
interpret his course as a dis- 
oourtesy. 

Marshall delegation 
along military lines. At the out- 
set he made Smith No. 1 man of 
the delegation and directed staff 
work through him. 

Even with his topmost advisers 
he showed his oldtime army de- 
cisiveness occasionally. Some- 
times, when diplomats wrangled 
long over what move to make 
next, Marshall would get up and 
leave the room, asking to be in- 
formed when the recommendation 
was agreed on. 

Smith, who had been his army 
staff secretary, understood his 
methods better than the others. 
One day Marshall listened to 
Smith advise him for 20 minutes, 
then made a contrary decision and 
said, “I've decided, Smith, now to 
go do it.” (Incidentally, Marshall 
always uses last names, avoiding 
first name intimacy.)

A suit over a black cocker 
spaniel which was picked up by 
dog catchers last February and 
sold by the city dog pound after 
the owner failed to claim it, was 
taken under advisement today by 
Magistrate George W. Johnson. 
Magistrate Johnson said he 
wished to determine whether the 
city had the right to sell such a 
dog, the value of the anima! in- 
volved, and whether it was dead, 
as the defendant testified. 

The suit was brought by Rich- 
ard A. Jackson, Negro, 1119 Au- 
bert avenue, against Michael San- 
gone Jr., owner of a food store at 
$06 North Broadway. Jackson said 
he bought the dog from the pound |. 
on Feb. 15, and that a few weeks 
later it disappeared creen his auto- 
mobile, which was parked on a 
lot near Sansone’s store. In re 
sponse to an advertisement for 
the animal, Jackson said, San- 
sone told him he had the dog and 
it was his property. 

Sansone testified the dog was 
his mascot.in the Army, and that 
he kept it at his store.

FRIEND of mine has this 
plaque hanging over his desk: 
“You'd be surprised how much

There is a sound and dynamic 
philosophy in that sentence, Per- 
haps not many of us experience 
its reality but it is a good mark 
to shoot at and IF have known a 
few men and ‘women who actually 
practiced it. Perhaps in American 
public life Abraham Lincoln was 
the supreme demonstration of this 
quality of character. 

As an editor, I was once inti- 
mately associated with a man who 
practiced perfectly this principle. 
He majored in business, not in re- 
ligion; but always he practiced 
what this motto preaches. He 
would conceive plans, assist others 
in executing them and then de- 
cline to accept the glory or any 
part of it. He was the finest office 
morale builder I have ever known. 


I once heard Alexis Carrel, the 
distinguished physicist, say that 
if he could find 11 men as selfish 
and humble as those who followed 
Jésus, he and they could accom- 
“plish in modern times the equiva- 
lent of what Jesus accomplished 
in His. Anticipating my possible 
thought of sacrilege, he continued, 
“You will remember that Jesus 
said ‘Greater things than these 
shall ye do!’” 

Of course those who practice 
this principle, those who live self- 
lessly and who get results are not 
overlooked! Alexis Carrel is one 
of the immortals of science, my 
editorial friend and former asso- 
ciate is president of one of the 
greatest publishing institutions in 
America, and Abraham Lincoln 
belongs to the ages.

Adela Scharr, Science Teacher in Public Schools, Wants Even Break for Women Pilots

HE boys and girls in the sev- 

enth grade science class at 

Webster School consider them- 

selves pretty lucky in the choice 
of teachers. Instead of having 
just any old teacher in that some- 
times legs than soul-stirring sub- 
ject, they are taught by St. Louis's 
first lady of aviation, Adela Riek 
Scharr. An expert, not only on 
dual controls but also on dual ca- 
reers, “Del” Scharr is a teacher 
in the grade school at 2127 North 
Eleventh street on weekdays, a 
flying instructor on weekends, 
and, at the present time, organizer 
in charge of women flyers who 
will take part in the St. Louis Air 
Fair, May 9-17. As a result, she 
sometimes has difficulty keeping 
her adorigg students’ mind on the 
science subject at hand (earth- 
Worms in a coffee can on the win- 
Gow sill tlte day we visited her 
, Class), « 

“I’m afraid lectures on aero- 
nautics get into the program 
sometimes before I know it,” tall, 
slim and attractive “Del” laughed, 
“but the kids seem to love it and 
want to know more about it.” 

Right now “Del” has plenty to 
tell them about her extra-curricu- 
lar activities, as she has been 
organizing St, Louis's women fly- 
ers for week-end good will trips 
to other towns inviting officials 
to the fair. Her position as head 
gal for the first local Air Fair is 
just another mark on a long list 
of “firsts” “for her, The first 
woman to get her commercial 
pilot’s license in this vicinity, first 
woman to join the Army Air 
Force Ferry Command during the 
war, she has organized most of 
the women’s flying clubs here and 
is now president of the Women 
Flyers of St. Louis. 

“My flying career began back 
in 1935," Del explained, over a 
healthful, nourishing, calorie- 
crammed school lunch in her 
classroom one noon hour. “It was 
because I was a schoo] teacher 
that I really got interested in fly- 
ing. Of course learning to fly was 
always one of my big ambitions, 
but I had the notion that, since 
I had a master’s degree and want- 
ed to be a high school teacher, I 
could use flying as another ac- 
tivity to combine in my job, per- 
haps organizing clubs of boys and 
girls interested in flying. Instead 
I fell in love and got married, so 
my teaching is now on a tempo- 
rary substitute basis in grade 
schools, but I still think I had @ 
good idea.” 

“Del” says she was “no natural 
born pilot” and doesn’t think there

is such a thing, but in a short 
time she became an outstandingly 
capable one. Before the war, she 
taught aeronautical subjects for 
the C.T.P. at St. Louis University, 
and in 1942 joined the Ferry Com- 
mand in which she flew for 27 
months as squadron commander. 

“We took our training at Wil- 
mington, Delaware, and went to 
work flying cubs and PTs from 
factories to schools, relieving the 
mén for flying bigger ships. There 
were just 25 of us until May 1943 
when Jacqueline Cochran’s WASPs 
came in to help us and our girls 
were used for other work. I very 


soon got from PTs to pursuit 
planes, such as P-39s, and by the 
end of the war I was ferrying 
mostly C-47s. I also flew B-17s a 
few times and thought they were 


the easiest planes to fly. Any 
g00d woman pilot could fly a 
B-17 with no trouble at all.”

Although she herself escapes 
the stigma of being “just a wom- 
an pilot,” Del is an ardent cam- 
paigner for equal rights for 
women flyers and for the oppor- 
tunities she feels are due them, 
“Right now I’m spending much 
of my spare time trying to con- 


vince people to whom ft makes 
quite a difference that it would 
improve aviation if bigger and 
better opportunities were open to 
women. Last year for example, 
TWA pilots went on strike be- 
cause they were getting only 
$15,000 a year, and yet there's a 
girl I know who flies her boss all 
over the country and doubles as a 
secretary for $300 a month, And 
she’s one of the lucky ones at that. 
~«* * 
é¢é HERE is just no chance 
T gor women compared to 
men, with the result that 
fewer and fewer women are try- 
ing to get into aviation. Women 
flying instructors work“ their 
heads off all summer and in win- 
ter they have no means of liveli- 
hood. If you don't work, you don't 
eat, you know. 

“We proved during the war,” 
she continued, “that women could 
fly just as well as men. They 
had no more washouts, no more 
accidents than the aviation cadets. 
Of course, there are girls who 
take it lightly, who are in it only 
to find husbands, but there are 
men I’ve known who took their 
wolfing more seriously than their 
flying, too.” 

One of “Del's” good points in 
her argument is that women, who 
contro] 90 per cent of the buying 
power of the nation, are too prac- 
tical to put a lot of money into 
flying lessons from which they 
will never profit and that the avi- 
ation industry will suffer ulti- 
mately from their lack of interest. 
In addition, she points out, more 
women are prejudiced against avi- 
ation as a form o7 travel than 
men and more widespread oppor- 
tunities for women would tend to 
sell other women. 

An instructor of more than a 
dozen G.I.’s learning to fly on 
weekends, “Del” also taught her 
husband, Harold Scharr, former 
Navy lieutenant, now retired be- 
cause of a war disability, to fly. 
The Scharrs live at 4533A Bircher 
place but are hoping to build a 
House in the county soon; “Del” 
Says she'd prefer an adobe house. 

While she likes her teaching job 
—"“At least I’m high up here,” she 
said wistfully, gazing at the view 
of the river from the third floor 
hall window, “and it’s almost like 
I’m flying’—she hopes some day 
to get a job with a large company, 
flying as a business, selling women 
on aviation, and selling aviation 
on women as a sideline. 

“But right now as far as women 
in aviation are concerned, the 
race is already fixed before you 
start,” she says. “You can’t get 
anything but the lowest prizes.”

That minfster doesn’t know 
what he is talking about, and by 
having his sermon reprinted in 
a newspaper read by many thou- 
sands, does untold harm, 

Let him look around in his own 
community. Let him see what is 
being done by his “robot” parish- 
joners for the Red Cross, the 
Community Chest, the Boy Scouts 
and the hundred and one char- 
itable drives that come along: al- 
most every day. 

Indeed, let him think of the 
selfless women of his own chu¥ch 
who work long and hard in their 
service societies, the men who 
give up many hours a week in 
working on class committees or 
with young people of the church, 
all for the “advancement of the 
Kingdom.” These people are not 
robots. 

Let him begin to realize that 
man is a “mechanical robot and 
a machine tender” only so that 
he may have the time and the

Splicing Wires, 


, E aren't crazy about the idea 
Wis: splicing appliance and 

electric extension cords, For 
our money when a cord breaks 
the best thing is to get another 
one—but if for some reason you 
have to make a splice, do it right. 


The people who write up the 
electrical codes that are the laws 
for any electrical job say that a 
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ERE is a pleasant little game that will give you a message every 
_& day. It is a numerical puzzle designed to spell out your fortune. 
Count the letters in your first name. If the number of letters is 6 or 
more, subtract 4. If the number is less than 6, add 3. The result is 
your key number. Start at the upper left-hand corner of the rec- 
and check every one of your key numbers, left to right. Then 

the message the letters under the checked figures give you, 


spliced wire should be electrically 
and mechanically secure. This 
means that not only should the 
electric current pass through the 
connection with a minimum of 
effort, but the splice must be as 
strong as any other portion of the 
wire. 


Looking at a splice from this 
angle the wires should first be 
thoroughly cleaned of insulation 
right down to the shiny copper. 
Remove about three inches of in- 
sulation so you'll have plenty of 
wire to work with. After the 
wires have been twisted together 
to make a splice, a little solder 
should be applied to make the 
connection really tight. The splice 
must be insulated with tape so 
that it is as well protected as any 
other portion of the wire. 


When splicing both wires of a 
cord, stagger the splices so that 
one will begin where the other 
ends. This provides a little ad- 
ditional protection from any 
short-circuit.

The ace won, and a club finesse 
was taken to the jack, South 
probably reflecting that even if 
this lost, no attack could be made 
by West against the diamond 
king. But East had been doing 
some lightning thinking also. He 
saw that his Q-10-4 of clubs were 
valueless against declarer’s prob- 
able holding of K-J, and saw, 
moreover, that the hope of the de- 
fenders probably rested on his 
gaining the lead for the play of 
diamonds through declarer. He 
knew there was little or no 
chance that his spade queen 
would be entry — declarer never 
would finesse into East’s hand if 
he feared a diamond shift. 


All of which requires much 
longer in the explaining than 
East required to make his killing 
play. Without a_ asplit-second’s 
hesitation he played the club 
queen on the low lead from 
dummy! Declarer won with the 
king and fell squarely into the 
trap. If the club queen actually 
was a singleton, as it appeared 
to be West had started with four 
to the ten-spot, and now a simple 
finesse through him would return 
all five club tricks and the con- 
tract. So the nine was led and 
allowed to ride. East gobbled up 
the trick with his ten and laid 
down the diamond queen. Down 
one! 


Declarer really had beaten him- 
self by his bad play at the second 
trick. Since he had not intended 
to take a double finesse in clubs, 
there was no earthly reason why 
the club ace should not have been 
played first. With that done, East 
never would have had the oppor- 
tunity for his hoax.

ELEN TRAUBEL has been impersonating Wagnerian royalty 

H::: the whole of her professional career so her adventure into 
the more earthy passions of Italian opera is quite a departure. 

It also requires an adjustment of style which Miss Traubel finds 

some difficulty in making if one 

is to judge by the album of 

“Italian Operatic Arias” which 

has just been released by Co- 

lumbia (three records). First of 

all, it should be noted thaf noth- 

ing can be said against the 

quality of her voice or her 

emotional response to the vari- 

ous situations involved in these 

arias. She sings everything 

with beauty of sound but her 

delivery, in most cases, is Magis- 

terial and in the manner of a 

sensitive observer rather than a 

harried participant. She is at 

her best in “Ritorna Vincitor” 

from Aida and it is easy to 

imagine her in the queenly role 

of Amneris.

RCA-VICTOR has ee Fis , again and is offering 
reprints of records made 30 and 35 years ago. Recorded on vinylite, 
packaged in gold foil envelopes and described as “The Heritage 
Series,” these recaptured echoes of the past are evidently regarded 
as something special for both the collector and the discriminating 
music lover. Some of them are. The record which hag John Mc- 
Cormack and G. Mario Sammarco singing a duet from “La Boheme” 
on one side and McCormack with Lucrezia Bori in “Q Paragi, 
O Cara” from “La Traviata” on the other, should be a revelation 
to those who have come of age since the bourgeoning of radio and 
the sound picture. With badly schooled voices and shallow interpre- 
tation so widely prevalent—and in such high places—it is with deep 
gratification that one listens to McCormack’s finished style, perfectly 
matched scale and ease of production and control—not to mention 
the beauty of the natural voice. Miss Bori also sings beautifully 
as does Sammarco, The reproduction of the voice is excellent but 
the orchestral accompaniment is scarcely recognizable. This 
true, naturally, of all the old records.

PASQUALE AMATO, X cod vatitooe is heard in “O Vecchio 
Cor, Che Batti” from Verdi's “I Due Foscari” and an aria from 
Franchetti’s opera “Germania.” Again one hears a warm, radiant 
vocal quality which remains consistent throughout the range and 
under varying canditions.

How It Started

To Tackle a Job. 


HE reader who inquires for 

the origin and meaning of the 
out doubt not a sea-faring man, 
for this is an item familiar in 
the parlance of the sailor. 


Derived from the Old English 
takel, akin to the Danish and Low 
German word, tackle means “ap- 
paratus for raising or lowering 
heavy weights, consisting of a 
rope and pulley blocks; some- 
times the rope and attachments, 
as distinct from the block.” 


Originally tackle was any kind 
of gear for action, an instrument 
by which an object was moved, 
and it is still used in that general 
sense of gear, as “fishing tackle.” 
In olden times'it was also used 
to describe weapons, as in Chaucer 
it described an arrow, and as Sam- 
ual Butler, in the seventeenth 
century still used it: “She to her 
tackle fell.” Hudibras. 


The term came so early, and 
has remained so consistently to 
describe the rigging of a ship, that 
to the sea-minded “tackle” means 
first and last the pulleys and gear 
of the vessel. However, with its 
history of pulleys, instruments, 
weapons, gear, we have sufficient 
justification for the use of the 
term in the phrase “to tackle a 
job!”
